6 / 5th Gorkha Riflcs (FF) , 
under the cominand of Acting Major Dalchand Singh Piatap , 
was operating in the Chishilimi- Chesholimi aica in Nagd 
Hills. It encountered about 100 SEMA hostilce armed with 
two Light Machine Guns, Tommy and Sten Gung and illcs. 
They had taken up well-concealed powitions in broken ground 
overlooking thc track , and opened fire ( rom 20 yardly range . 
Major Pratap received a Light Machine Gun burst on his right 
thigh Despite his wounds he made a charge and killed the 
hostile gunner. At this time the other Light Machine Gun , 
which was 30 yards away opened on Major Pratap from thic 
Icft , hitting him in the face and chest anil hc fell inson 
severcly wounded In spite of his wounds Major Tadap 
ordered his rcar platoon to clove in upon the hostiles from a 
lank . The Company inypircd by his cxample of briiven v and 
daring tackled the hostiles with such dctcrmination that thcy 
withdicw into thick jungle . While the Coinpany muffici? 
two caglalties, including Major Pratap , it wag able to inflict 
about 10 casualties on the hostilcs. 

Major Piatap s daring Icadership and personal courage was 
an example to hia tacn and in the best traditions of the Army. 

2 No. 1085908 Rfn . JAMAN SINGU GUSAIN , $ 10 Bn . The 
Garhwal Riflex. (10th May 1957). 

01 9th May 1957, Ren . Jaman Singh Gusain was thic lcad 
ing scout of Number 6 platoon of B Company which was givcu 
the task of clearing it well dcfcnded hostile camp on the 
Barail Range in the Naga Hills. The terrain was difficult. 
There was only onc narrow approach to the camp guardeil by 
cilnefully sited automatic weapons of the hostice Well-knit 
hostile firc made the advance of the Platoon extreincly dillicult. 
Rifleman Gusain fearlessly advancorl on the position ſiring 
from thc hip Beforc , however, he could clove with the hostiles 
he was severely wounded in the shoulder and fell , Dcepitc his 
wounds he crawled up to the hostilc sangar an hurled a 
hand grenacle into it killing onc hostile and injuring others . 
Although he was bleeding proſuscly he captured a rific and 
enabled his platoon to charge and overrun thc hostile position , 

Rifleman Jaman Singh Gusain sct a fine example of gallantry 
and devotion to duty in the best traditions of the Army 

3 . No. 5831336 Rfn . BHIMBAHADUR KHATTRI, 1 / 9 
Gorkha Rifles (26th November 1956 ). 

At 0200 hours on the 26th November 1956 the qualcr guard 
of the 1st Battalion 9th Gorkha Rilics noticed a large fiic in 
Ttahagam , a village halfway between Chowkibal and Kopa 
wor in the Kushit Vallcy , and raised the fire alarm . By 
thic time the first batch of troops reachel thc yccnc about 
cight houses weic blazing fiercely and the fire was spreading 
rapidly through the wooden structurcs of the other houses . 

Riflcman Bhim Bahadur Khattri who was one of the first 
haich to unive waw an old man trying to escape from the 
uppcr storcy of a house . He immcdiatcly climbed up through 
the blazing house and falling debris and helped the infiim 
old man down Choking fumcs and the extrem heat niade 
further rescue work cxtrcicly hazardous but Riflemani 
Khattri, although aware of the danger to his ow life, again 
sct out to climb up to the window of the crumbling holine 
as hc had hcard crics of others awaiting rescuc. 

At this instant, a twenty -foot blazing log , rollect down from 
thc roof and struck Rifleman Khaliri dashing him to the 
ground . He staggcrcd up and attempted to Jimh 11p to 
ik window again but collapsed and fell unconscious 

This clfcss hcroism was in the best traditions of the 
Army 

4 . No. 7019188 Cfn / Elcc JAJKARAN . EME (6th May 
1957) . 

On 6th May 195, 7 , an ambush party of tlic battalion , dp 
proximately li strong was going towardly Thizama village in 
the Naga Hills At alout 0800 hrs., as their vehicle 14 . 18 
passing througli an dica of low hills, about 50 hostiles open 
ed fire on the from both sicles of the roail. Almost every 
mcmber of the party including the Bien guritier, W .19 


wounded. The Light Machine Gun of the party fell off the 
vehicle and before they could pull up the gun was left nearly 
thirty yards behind The hostilcs effectively covered this 
gap by their fire . Undaunted , Elcctician Jaikaian julmapel 
out of the vehicle and crawling across the bullet-riddicd gap 
sul cccded in retrieving llic Light Machinc Gun No. 1 
xunner who was lying wounded inanaged to get up the gun 
und ſite it. When it ran out of ammunition , Electrician 
Jaikaran crawled to thc veliicle which was carrying the 
magazinc box some forty yards away. While returning with 
the amininition he was woundecl. 

Meanwhile an NCO . about twenty yards away from him 
was mortally wounded . Inspite of his own injuries , Electri 
cian Jakaran crawled upto him under lieavy fire and within 
full view of the hostiles and brought the body back to thc 
vchicle 

We had one more contribution to make in this incident. 
Ilis keen obyervition spotted a sniji I in a tree who was 
making atiy movement on the road well-nigh impossible , A 
rilleman of the party yoon killed this sniper . 

Throughout thc operation Electrician Jaikaran displayed 
a very high degree of couragc and devotion to cluty which 
will be an inspiring example to his comiadcs for a long 
time to come.

1. Major NAND LALL TAMWAL (IC 8263 ). 9 Gorkha 
Riflcs ( 221d December 1956 ). 

On 22nd December 1956 , a convoy of four jeepy with Major 
Nan Lall Jamwal and an escort of 17 Other Ranks while 
going froin Tochipami to Achivagami was ambushed by 
hostilc Kaito Sema s ging near Sirohito . The hostiles num 
bcring about 150 were armed with rifles and shot guns, two 
Light Machinc Guns and grenades The hostiles opened up 
with Light Machine Guns on the front and the reai vchicles, . 
simultancously killing Numbers 1 and 2 of the only Light 
Machine Gun in the convoy and wounding 4 others . 

Major Jamwal ally organised the clctcnce of the convoy 
and moved dauntlessly from one end to the other under 
hcavy hostilc fire cxhorting his men . He kept the hostileg 
engaged for 8 houry until hielp reached him from Achisagami, 
1ť ihc end of the engagement only four jawans hacl bccn 
lcit uninjured . 

Major Tamwal s determination and couragc saved the 
convoy from being complctcly annihilated . 


2. Licit PREM NIRAIN KACKER ( IC 7011 ) 9 Gorkha 
Riles (101h December 1956 ) . 

On 6th December 1950 Lieut . Kacher while in command 
of i tillc company at lonel oto , received information that 
Kuto Scma s gang of approximately 1 hundred hostiles 
with willes and light automatic weapons was camping in thc 
Jungle nell Lochomi Uc quickly marched out with his 
Company at dead of night and surrounded the hostilc camp . 
In thc cngagement which followed miny lostilcs were 
killed and three 807 rilles one Tapanese riflc , onc twelve 
bore shot gun two light Machine Guns spare baniels and 
thousands of sounds of ammunition including 2 inch mortar 
bomby were capluce . 

Again on 22nd December 1956 wlieni Licut, Karket was in 
command of a rifle company at Ichivagami a 4 jeep convoy 
of 2 / 9 Gorkha Riflex was ambushel at Sirohito by a hostile 
gang of approximately 150 hostiles Imincdutely on hearing 
the firing, Ll. Kacker moved with one platoon of his Com 
pany and arrived at the scene of battle withiu a few hours. 
His anival considerably reduced ilic hostiles prevvure on the 
Convoy . Further reinforcements (vom Tichipami also teach 
cd soon after and the hostiles retired lcaving the beleagucicd 
convoy with five killed and ciglit woundeu . 

Ou both these ocasions Lt P N Kukir sllowed courige 
and leadership of a high oui. 


3 No . 1092081 Ulvildar TRILOK SINGH KATHAIT . 
3 ( . Thwal Rifles (Posthumous ) (8th May 1957). 

On 8th May 1997 Havillas Tulok Singh Kuthuil was com 
manding No 5 Platoon of B Company, 3 Garhwal Rilcs, 
which we owered to clear a liostile camp on the Barail 
Range in the Naga Hills Huvilda Kathaits platoon was 
leading the advance when it camnc under henvy and sustained 
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fire rom hostiles dug in positions The terrain was un 
suitable for any furthcı deployment and a deliberate charge 
was the only manocuvre possible. tavıldar Kathait correctly 
appreciating the situation charged the hostile post. On seeing 
the commander charging all alone the entire platoon follow 
cd him with gieat enthusiasm and vigour, On ncaring the 
hoqtile post Havildar Kathait was shot through the chest 
but immcdiately threw a hand grenade , dislodging the 
hostiles. Even when lying critically wounded hc hept 
exhorting his men to continue thc assault . 

But for this outstanding display of personal courage and 
leadership by Havildar Trilok Singh Kathait, the situation 
would have been very difficult for the whole company and 
it would have suffered inany additional casualties. 

4 No. 4032744 Naik GULAB SINGH NEGI, S Garliwal 
Rilles. (9th May 1957) . 

On 9th May 1957, at Naik Gulab Singh Negi was leading 
his Platoon against a camp of the hostiles on the Barail 
Range , the hostiles opened up fire with automatic weapons 
from well concealed trenches and nemi sangur positions Thic 
hostile fire was so heavy and determined that the entire 
leading platoon was pinned down . Taking a Light Machine 
Gun from dgcpoy who liad been injured by d fall Naik 
Gulab Singh Negi ran upto the hostilc post, fiing the Light 
Machine Gun from his hip . He accounted for all thrce 
hostilce in the forward bunker . As a csult of this brave 
action the hostiles who had dug in in the rear withdrew in 
panic leaving behind 2 Light Machine Gun magazines, one 
grenade and one Muzzle Loading Gun , 

Naik Gulal Singh Negi s courageous and swift action 
saved thc platoon from a dangerous situation . 

1 . No 4082091 Naik PREM SINGH NEGI 3 Garhwal 
Rifles (15th March 1957) . 

On 15th March 1957 . Nalk Preni Singh Noyi was leading a 
section of a platoon which was ordcrccl to clear the route to 
Phcgwemi of hostilc interference . The platoon had hardly 
covered a mile in thick forest wlien it cncountered over one 
hundred aimed hostiles The Icading scout of the section 
was seriously wounded in the abdomen by thc first burst of 
a Light Machine Gun fired by the hostiles from the clove 
range of fifteen yards. Naik Prem Singh Negi, who was 
behind the scout immediately drew a grenade and threw 
it on the hostiles guri position He simultaneously rushed 
forward to rescue the wounded scout. Eight hostiles armed 
with long lahs and spcais changel at him . Naik Negi re 
pulsell them with sten gun firc and succeeded in pulling 
back the scout and his weapon to a safe place . 

Naik Prem Singh Negi s courageouy action not only pre 
vented the wonituled scout and his weapon from falling into 
the hand of the liostiles but also gained time for his platoon 
to deploy 

6 . No , 5899843 Rin . RUDRA BAHADUR THAPA , 2 / 9 
Gorkha Rifles (Posthumous) ( 22nd December , 1956 ) 

On 22nd December 1956 Rifleman Rudra Bahadur Thapa 
was in the last Tecp in a convoy of 4 jccps with 17 other 
Ranks which was going from Tichipami to Achisigami. The 
convoy ran into a well organised ambush near Sirohito laici 
by hostile Kaito Sema with his gang of approximately 150 
who were armed with rifles and shot guns, two Light Machine 
Guns and grenades. The hostiles opened up with Light 
Machine Gunx on the front and the rear vehicles, ginulta : 
neously killing or wounding with the first burst most of the 
escort in these two vchicles Rifleman Thapa , cirving 4 
grenade firing rifle took up position near his chicle and 
cngaged the entrenche l hostiles The entire area was con 
pletely dominated by the hostiles The Company Com 
mander onlered thc troops to keep up a steadly fire and pre 
vent the hostiles from reaching the jeep Rileinan Thapa 
though wounded in the ley kept the hostiles engaged and 
when he ran out of grenacles, took of the discharger Cup 
and werd ball ammunition against the hostilcs attempting 
to reach his jeep He was thrice woundcl hy tlie hostileg 
but maintained his offensive undetroil and managed to keep 
them at hav until he bumself was killed after two and a half 
hours of tenacious firing . 

The brave and commageous royistance put up hy the late 
Riflcman Thipu prevented the hostiles from advancing on 
the vehicle from the rear and called the suivivors of the 
other jeeps to fight the battle in the front, 

7 No TC -5305 Temadar BALBIR SINGH MM 3 Bn The 
Para Regiment (Kumaon ) (151h March 1957 ) 

On 15th March 1957 the Battalion of Jemadar Balbir 
Singlı left Deirel Balan in the Gaza Strip and was deploved 
on the Armistice Demarcation line which was a critable 
mine field The task of clearing the mince was given to the 
Pioneer Platoon of this battalion , conimanded by Tamachar 
Balbir Singh Without the help of an curineer Temadar 
Balbir Singh and his men successfully cleared 900 mince in 
the ( 172 Strin alone out of which 177 woje plastic mines 
On 10th April, 1957 while the NCO was lcading two mine . 
clearing pottice working abreast a nine cxplodel uniler 
prodding and blew up two sepoys of the first pasty. There 


ws at once gicat risk of sympathetic detonations, and 
sensing thuis, Jamada Bulhit Singh ( slicd in and with com 
plete disregard for his own lifc dragged the two sepoys of 
the second party into a trench , Very soon after this two 
anti personnel mincs exploded but caused no haim . 

On several occasions 11 the Sinai opcration Jcmadar Balbir 
Singlı qurcessfully carried out minc- clearing without any 
incident. But for his untiring efforts the personnel of hly 
Battalion might have suffered many casualtics His conduct 
throughout the period of his service in the Unitel Nations 
Eincigency Forcc was most excmplary and in the highest 
traditions of thc Amy. 

8 No 4198887 Havildar DEWAN SINGII , S Bır . Tlie Para 
Regt. (Kumaon ) (Posthumous) (10th April , 1957). 

On 10th April, 1957, Havildar Dewan Singh while scrving 
with the United Nations Emergency Force in Sinai and Gaza 
Strip was lcading No . I mine lifting party with Naik Puran 
Chand and accounted for 17 plastic anti tink mines and 
several anti- personnel mincs. Although suffering from fatigue 
le refused to fall back in the absence of experienced relief 
in plastic mine-lifting . While Naik Puran Chand and his 
party were prodding the mainey, an atiti personnel inine went 
off at d clutance of five yards and scverely wounded Havildar 
Dewan Singh Inspite of this hiu sense of duty spurred him 
to continue to lead his party by personally going forward 
to aysist Naik Puran Chand ncutaligc thc 18171 anti tank 
niinc of the day Thc mine however exploded blowing up 
both Havildar Dewan Singh and Naik Puran Chand . 

Havildar Dewan Singh set a fine example of Icadership and 
personal courage He sacriliced his life in thc performance 
of his duty . Throughout the opciations none of his mcn 
were involved in any accident and he wig personally res 
ponsible for neutralising sevcra ) anti tank mincy which nccd 
cd hillcd cnginccring experience Javildar Dewan 
Singh s supreme sacrifice in the cause of liis duty bag get a 
line example in the best traditions of our Army 

9 No . 4196122 Naik PURAN CHAND 3 Part Regt. 
(Kumaon ) (Posthumous) ( 10th April, 1957 ) 

On 10th April 1957, while serving with the UN , Imer 
gency Foice in Sinai and the Gaza Strip Naik Puran Chand 
who was No 2 of the first inine lifting party had accounted 
for many plastic anti tank mincs and anti personnel mines 
with great courage . While he was prodding for mined along 
with Ilavıldur Dewan Singh , an anti personnel mine went 
off very ncar bin and he received shrapnel wounds in many 
parts of this hodu Inspite of his wounds, Naik Puran Chand 
continued with his work to prevcut gympathetic detonations.
